CONQUEST OF THE NORTHWEST. 


It Was Acquired From the British by 
Force of Arms. 


In 1776, when indopendenvé was de- - 


the 13 original states on the seaboard. 
With the exception of a few hunters, 
there were no white men west of the 
Alleghany mountains, dnd there was 
not, even an American hunter in the 
great country out of which we have 
since made the states of [llinois, Indi- 
ana, Ohio, Michigan and Wisconsin. All 
this region ‘north of the Ohio river then 
formed a p f the province of Quebec. 
It was a wilderness of forests and 
prairies, teeming with game and inhab- 
ited by many warlike tribes of Indians. 
Here and there through it were dot- 
ted quaint little towns of French creoles, 
the most important being Detroit, Vin- 
cennes, on the Wabash, and Kaskaskia 
and Kahokia, on the Illinois These 
French villages were ruled by British 
officers commanding small bodies of reg- 
ular soldiers or Tory rangers and creole 
partisans The towns were completely 
in the power of the British government 
None of the Americay states had actual 
possession of a foot 6f property in the 
Northwestern territory 
> The northwest was acquired at the 
time of the Revolution only by-armed 


conquest, and if it had not been so ac- 
quired it would have remained a part of 
the British Dominion of Canada. 

The man to whom this conquest was 
due was a famous backwoods leader, a 
mighty hunter, a noted Indian fighter— 
George Rogers Clark: . He was a very 
strong man, with light hair and blue 
dyes, of a good Virginian family, who, 
éarly in his youth, embarked on the ad- 
venturous career of a backwoods survey- 
or, exactly as Washington and so many 
other young Virginians of spirit did at 
that period. He traveled out to Ken- 
tucky soon after it was. opened up by 
Boone and lived there for a year, either 
at the stations or camping by himself in 
the woods, surveying, hunting and mak- 
ing war against the Indians like any 
other settler. But all the time his mind 
was bent on vaster schemes than were 
dreamed of by the men around him. He 
had his spies ont in the Northwestern’ 
territory and became convinced that 
with a small force of resolute back- 
woodsmen he could conquer it for the 
United States. When he went back to 
Virginia, Governor Patrick Henry en- 
tered heartily into Clark’s schemes and 
gave him authority to fit out-a force for 
his purpose.—-Theodore Roosevelt in St: 
Nicholas

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CLINTON’S CRISIS. 


Over Two Thousand Operatives 
‘Leave the Lancaster Mills. 


Demand an Increase of 20 Per Cent In 
Wages—At a Mammoth Mass Meeting 
They Vote to Stand Firm, 


CLINTON, June 18:—There is a big strike 
on at the Lancaster gingham mills-in this 
town. Last Friday 133 of the weavers 
went out on strike. These weavers had 
been put to work on a new pattern of 
‘weaving without getting a raise in wages, 
which they claimed they were entitled to. 

At @ mass .meeting of the Weavers’ 
union, held Saturday, it was voted not to 
inaugurate a general strike until so or- 
dered by the union, but yesterday, as soon 
as the looms started up, dissensions arose 
and the weavers beran to talk strike. ° 

A meeting of the weavers in the old 
mill was heid, and word was sent to the 
new mill that a strike was on, and the 
weavers there were asked if they, would co- 
operate. Word was quick.y returned that 
the new mill operatives would stand by. 
the old. 

Then the 1500 weavers marched out 
through the gate. A consultation was 
held in the street and it was decided to 
hold a wass meeting in the afternoon. 
After the weavers. went out the most in- 
tense excitement ensued within the mills. 

The next action was the going out of 
the operatives of all the rooms. A fair 
estimate showed that 2200 persons were 
out. 

During the neon hour quiet ensued 
around the mill gaics, which. were 
guarded by potice. 

Result of Weeting a Secret, 

At2o’clock the town hall was packed 
to overflowing. The utmost secrecy pre- 
vailed, none but operatives of the Lancas- 
ter mills being allowed within. 

The strike was fully. and ardently , dis- 
cussed, and it was unanimously voted not 
to return to work until the old scale of 
wages was given. 

A committee of two from each depart- 
ment were appointed to make out a 
schedule of wages, which is to be pre- 
sented to Agent Weeks. If this scileis 
accepted the operatives will return, 

The weavers’ sc.le of 1893 was 47 cents a 
cut. The scale as at present paid is 37 
cents a cut.

Agent Weelks" Skid to reporter: “I 
have but little to say regarding this latter 
going out, as Tam nob satisfied as to their 
grievance.

Mr. Weeks stated’ that if nothing re- 
garding coming back was done the mill 
would be shut down by tomorrow night.

A Chapter on Butter and the 
Future Outlook. 


Only. Fair Trade In Fresh Beef and 
» Flour—Lambs Firmer and Sheep Steady 
—Cattle and Wool Markets. 


Boston, June 20.—Barely steady, with 
less buying for cold storage, was the con- 
dition of the butter market yesterday. 
Buyers showed more resistance to paying 
the extreme prices asked, and while no de- 
cline can be reported the sharp edge 
seemed to’ be: off, This might have been 
owing to thé warm weather and the holi- 
day on Monday, which sent. many people 
out of town. and active operations may 
soon be resumed, 

‘But with ine heayy receipts and the 
large quantities already secured for cold 
storage, a holding back on the part of the 
speculative buyers for a while need not 
surprise anybody. 
rent consumption is somewhat disap- 
pointing, and fears are being entertained 


that prices have been started too high. 


Manufacturers of northern. butter, on 
the other hand, are still strong in their 
views and unwilling to miake any conces- 
sion, claiming that prices are as low as 
they should be, and in order to leave any 
margin of profit should go a little higher. 
This is why so many of them are storing 
rather than force sales at presént, and al- 
lowing western makers to monopolize 
most of the business. Whether or not 
this is wise policy on the part of our north- 
ern friends remains to be seen. 

The receipts last week aggreyated 1,847,- 
828 pounds against 1,904,709 pounds corre- 
sponding week last year, the largest week's 
Treceipts of last year. Recvipts since the 
first of May, up to the close of the week, 
foot up 8,502,191 pounds; against 8,353,008 
pounds same time last year, an increase of 


Only 149,188 pounds. Yesterday the re-' 


ceipts for the two days were given at 764,601 
pounds, against 623,871 pounds, an in-

The commencement’ exercises of the 
one hundred and seventeenth year of 
Phillips Academy have passed under 
most successful circumstauces, The

Annual reception and dinner was a new 
and delightful feature. 

The next to the largest class in the his- 
tory of ‘this famous préparatory school 
finished its course, {04 in all, ‘75 in the 
classical and 29 in the scientific depart- 
ment. . 

The commencement season at Phillips 
really began on Sunday afternoon, when

Indoor Bicycle Riding. 

Nowadays every one wants to ridea 
bicycle, but many do not attempt it bé- 
cause they dread the ordeal of learning. 
In the first place they dislike the idea of 
abrasions and bruises, and in the second 
they can hardly bring themselves to the 
sacrifice of dignity which the flounder 
ings of the beginner usually entail. 
They need no longer hesitate. The bi- 
cycle can now be learned indoors, safe 
from prying eyes and without fear of 
falls. Anew appliance designed for this 
purpose consists of a small flywheel 
covered with rubber and two side wheels 
fitted with a simple arrangement. by 
means of which itcan be adjusted to 
any kind of cycle in two minutes. Ita 
great advantage is that the rider expe- 
riences the same momentum as in a spin 


‘on a hard-road, while the machine 


either remains stationary or moves so 
slowly that in traversing 15 feet the 
same amount of exercise is obtained as 
in a mile of_ordinary traveling. 

Practice can thus be carried on in a 
hall or room, and riders can gauge the 
rate of speed their exertions would have 
given them on the highway. For begin- 
ners, children and invalids needing phys 
ical exercise this invention is specially 
adapted, as it stands perfectly steady 
and enables the difficulties of mounting 
and dismounting to be thoroughly over- 
come without danger of falls or bruises. 
The appliance is collapsible, weighs’ 15 
pounds and can be easily carried in the 
hand. —Exchange. 

Wood Paving. 

A nonslipping wood pavement has 
been recently devised which is claimed 
to be simple, inexpensive and efficient. 
It consists in preparing the wooden 
blocks before they are laid by boring a 
few holes in them and filling the same 
with a hard setting substance composed 
of crushed stone, bitumen and Portland 
cement. The compound is cleared off 
even with the surface, and when. they 
aré laid the roadway is thus covered 
with a series of rough spots which ar- 
rest the foot of the horse in all condi- 
tions of weather, and prevent the ani- 
mal from slipping. Wood paving is ex- 
tensively used in England and France. 
—Northeastern Lumberman. 


Division of the Sexes.

SOME OLD TRADE TRICKS, 


Cheating in trade is no new thing. It’ 


was practiced in the fourteenth century! 
as well as in the nineteenth. Our town 
records contain many cases of summary. 
jurisdiction in matters affecting the 
price, weight and quality of food, cloth- 
ing and other things. 

I cull a few from the archives of the 
city of London. In 1848 proceedings 
were taken against a butcher for selling 
putrid meat., Three reasons were alleged 
against this conduct at his trial before 
the mayor and aldermen. It was deceit- 
ful and dishonest ; dangerous to the pub- 
lic health; it brought scandal and dis- 
grace upon the mayor, corporation, and 
all the. inhabitants of the city that a 
Londoner ‘should behave so. After the 
investigation he was found guilty, and 
condemned. to be. .taken, with his bad 
méat carried in front of him, to the pil- 
lory in Cornhill, and while. he stood 
therein the carrion he had tried to sell 
was burned under his nose. 

It is well known that the pillory 
was an instrument in which the culprit 
was fixed, incapable, of movement, ex- 
posed to the contempt of the people. 
The offense of the culprit was always 
publicly proclaimed, and, according to 
the views of the spectators, the punish- 
ment might be:#evere or otherwise. If 
they disliked the offense of the offender, 
their contempt would tuke the prover- 
bial and forcible form of rotten eggs 
and dead cats, and the trader would 
make a closer acquaintance with his 
own wares, both raw and’ cooked, than 
be might find pleasant: ./. 

A publican, convicted of selling un 
sound and unwholesome red wine, 
sentenced to drink a draft of the same 
stuff which he sold to the common peo- 
ple, the remainder being. poured. on his 
head, and compelled to forswear the call- 
ing of a vintner in the city of London 
forever, unless he could obtain the favor

of the king. A note on the record states., 


that he was readmitted five years later. 

About the same time we find a wom- 
an charged with selling ale .in a short 
measure quart pot, the bottom of which 
she had thickened with pitch and cov- 
ered with rosemary, to look like bush in 
the sight of her customers.

He secretly employed ‘a man 
to bring ‘certain of his own (the mer- 
chant’s) wheat to the market, where- 
upon he bought his own at twopence more 
pes bushel than the market price, of 
course taking care to make the same 
well known, ‘forgetting, however, to 
state what he knew about the seller.— 
Chicago Herald. ; 


New Treatment For Burns, 

A Paris medical man of resources and 
alternatives had in hand a case of severe 
and extensive burning, caused by boil 
ing water. So deep was the injury that 
the healing process was greatly delayed. . 
The patient’s family objected to skin 
grafting, which seemed to be the only 
Way to accelerate the process of recoy 
ery, and the doctor, as an experiment, 
applied the internal membrane of the 
hen’s egg—the white film with which 
everybody is familiar. The injury must 
have progressed beyond the suppurative 
stage and shown signs of - healthy heal- 
ing. A freshly laid egg is broken and 
the membrane immediately cut into 
narrow strips and laid carefully across 
the raw surface, then antiseptic dress- 
ings are applied with carbolic solutions, 
and the whole is covered by tin foil. In 
@ number of cases this procedure has 
been eminently satisfactory. —New York 
Ledger.

Coroner Bates of Canaan says Curtiss 
died from congestion of the brain, caused 
by wounds on the head made with some 
blunt instrument which did not fracture 
the skull. Clark Hoag, neighbor of Cur- 
tiss’ at Hoag’s corner, says he and Curtiss 
were both selling berries at Pittsfield on 
Tuesday, and that he noticed that Curtiss 
had two men with him, and also visited 
the saloons frequently. One of the men 
he is sure was Wickson, ; . 

They started for home together about 7 
o’clock in the evening, Hoag’s team was 
behind until they got to Kast Pittsfield, 
where Curtiss stopped to get some baskets, 
end 

He Went on Ahead, 
‘When he passed Curtiss’ team, Wickson 
and the other man were with him in the 
wagon, That was near the Shaker mills. 

Hoag says that he went on, expecting 
that Curtiss and Stickles, another berry 

dier, would meet him “in ‘West, Leb- 
anon, where they were to receive - 3000 
quarts of berries from Sand Lake and 
start for Pittsfield with them at 4 o’clock 
4n the morning. As Stickles and Curtiss 
did not arrive, he started up the hill to 
meet them, and found one of Stickles’ 
men driving Curtiss’ team down the hill, 
with Curtiss in the back of the wagon.
